Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

Claiml is objected to because of the following informalities: The typographical 
error of "sai" in line 1 1 should be changed to "said". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kamikura 
et al.(JP2002-260581). 

Regarding claim 1, Kamikura discloses a discharge lamp (see Fig 1) having a 
discharge vessel (2) whose interior is filled with ionizable filling in a gas tight manner, 
discharge vessel having at least one sealed-off end (2b) which is provided with a 
current feed-through (5, 4) and the at least one current feed-through is connected to an 
electrode (3) which protrudes into the interior of the discharge vessel (2a) and has a 
section which extends into the sealed off end wherein that section extending in the

sealed-off end is coated with a coating (6, see English Abstract), which contains a high 
melting metal from the group of platinum metals (Paragraph 52 of English Translation). 

Regarding claim 2, Kamikura discloses (Fig 2) that the coating (6) extends over 
the entire surface of the section of the electrode, which extends into the sealed-off 
region. 

Regarding claims 3-4, Kamikura discloses that the high melting metal for the 
coating (6) consists of ruthenium (paragraph 52 of Translation). 

Regarding claim 5, Kamikura discloses that the thickness of the coating (6) is at 
least 100 nm (paragraph 99 of Translation). 

Regarding claim 6, Kamikura discloses that the electrode (3) consists of tungsten 
(paragraph 70). 

Regarding claim 7, Kamikura discloses that the discharge vessel consists of 
quartz glass (paragraph 91 of Translation). 

Regarding claim 8, Kamikura discloses a metal halide high-pressure discharge 
lamp (see Field of invention and title). 

Other Prior Art Cited 
The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure : Breuer et al. (US 6969950); Nakagawa (US 6600266).
